In piano sight-reading, the pianist 
reads everything as being printed in the 
scale of “C” major. Every printed note, 
whether in the G clef or F clef; whether 
on a line or in a space, represents a 
step of the diatonic scale of “C” major, 
or represents a white key of the piano 
keyboard.

The remaining eleven Diatonic scales 
are modeled and arranged according to 
the pattern of the “C” major scale.

Pianists who read one note at 
a time and look down at the keyboard to: 
find its representative key, soon lose 
their place in the music, breaking the 
continuity of thought and lose the single 
quality of touch. The pianist who reads 
two notes with their association, which 
we call intervals or distances, reads with 
continuity which produces a_ singing 
touch, as if breathing from tone to tone. 

This is accomplished only if the pi- 
anist will place his five fingers of each 
hand on five adjacent white keys, hold- 
ing the hands relaxed. The hands then, 
through the sense of touch, become rulers 
which gauge the distances on the white 
keys, moving over the entire keyboard.

BELOVED KNOXVILLE 
ORGANIST DIES 


Knoxville’s greatest and dearest Pig 
Teacher, Professor Frank Nelson, died 
a heart attack on June 25, at the 
of 89. On Sunday, June 16, a wonde 
new Schantz organ, given by the cop, 
gregation and friends of St. Johns Ep; 
copal Church “in thanksgiving to h 
Prof. Frank Nelson” was dedicated. Prof 
Nelson marched in the processional g 
sat in the choir but declined an jg. 
vitaton to play the new organ. 


On Oct. 9, 1945, at services comme 
orating his 50th year of inspiratig 
music at St. John’s, he retired as organ 
ist. In a resolution, the vestry, acti 
for the parish, designated Prof. Ne 
organist emeritus for life, on full sale 
He was graduated from Leipzig ¢ 
servatory in Germany in 1888. He 
music’s greatest honors conferred 
him, but declined all that would ta 
him away from his beloved Knoxyj 
saying if he had talent he wanted 
give it all to his City.

HAD HE lived long ago, Prof. Fra 
Nelson would have been knighted 
some soverign for a@ life of kind d 
and unfailing courtesy. 

As it is In America where we h 
no titles, Knoxville long 
knighted Prof. Nelson in our hearts, 

He was one of Knoxville’s most cult. 
ured men—and his culture is not dif 
ficult to analyze. He had an in 
kindness which is the soul of true cult 
ure, he was a man of deep sinceri 
and he loved his fellow man. All of hi 
life the ennobling art of music ad 
grace and the refining touch to 
noture. 

He never married and had few ki 
yet all over Knoxville and beyond 
had kindred—those hundreds of s 
dents who studied music under him a 
came under the gentle influence of hi 
character, and many others who k 
bim for the nobleman he was. 

His devotion to St. John’s Episc 
Church aad to his art set an’ exam 
which will be reflected in generati 
yet to come.

‘This is to explain how the cogh awards were made in the 1957 Biennial Piano 
Recording Festival, in the hope that then “you will ‘understand your pupils’ prizes. 
1. “We noted all First Ranked Winners in each event; then the number, falling 
’ int® the Upper 5% (this number -vérying ag ta | to the number entered i¢ 
edch event). Then, the number in the “first Ten Percent remaining; then the 

Second Ten Percent, etc. (all depending on the number entered in each event). 

After this, according to the Rules, the Promised Cash Prizes were awarded. 

2. After the Promised Cosh Prizes were mode we found 66 cards graded 

Excelent Phis who had received no Promised Prizes. To these we gave $5.00 

Special Cesh Awards. There were 108 who had received Excellent but not placed 

among the Promised Prize Winners, for whom we wrote Special Cash Prize 

Checks of $3.00 each. Then, we found 302 who had Excellent Minus grades but 

mo cash prize. For each of these we wrote $1:00 Special Cash Prizes. 

Some 6th Place Winners (due to more entering some events than others) 
received Exeellent Plus, some Excellent, Excellent Minus, and in certain events 
Good Plus ‘Winners fell into 6th Place. To all these Good Plus Winmers, we ac- 
coftded The First Rating Gold Medal, but no cash awards.

One of our most popular Guild judges, 
Lewis Lane of East Dennis, Mass., writes 
on his return from his tour of the grow- 
ing problem of teen-age interest in and 
application to piano study: 

“My long tour this spring was very 
interesting as usual. It seemed to me 
that the teen-agers, those of Junior 
and Senior High School age, showed the 
results in many cases of having too much 
to do in school, so many outside activities 
expected of them,addiction to televi- 
sion, etc. Thus, a considerable number 
of those who attempted 10, 12 or 15 
piece programs struggled with insecurity 
and the resulting nervousness. The be- 
ginners and grade school pupils did as 
weH as they usually do, and the older 
music-majors were also generally excel- 
lent, but | sense a growing problem with 
the Junior and Senior High School 
groups. Some of the teachers want and 
expect them to have those high grad- 
ings, 96 - 99 per cent, and seem quite 
distressingly disappointed when the pu- 
pils rate only excellent instead of super- 
ior. | find myself giving a lot of thought 
to some satisfactory answer to this pro- 
blem, in the way of clean-cut explana- 
tion.

definite defense against juvenile delinquency. 
Interest a boy or girl in the accomplish- 
ment of musio-making and when they be- 
come teen-agers they won't be among those 
unfortunate children whose activities have 
been so undisciplined and unsupervised they 
are susceptible to and open to the influence 
of mischief makers. 

Having a scheduled practice period brings 
a child home. from school, instead of run- 
ning aimlessly on the streets. it gives him 
an occupation which develops him mentally 
and produces physical dexterity and coordi- 
nation.

lO COLLEGES WANT AVERAGE 
PUPILS IN PIANO? 


“1 am sure that dealing with mu- 
sicians you have a ticklish job; it is 
actually a_ field which no one is 
quite sure what he wants. If you give 
me any encouragement, | will probably 
write you my philosophy, and its basis 
in general history and my personal his- 
tory. When it comes to college tea- 
chers’ demands, however—vwell, | have 
been looking over the Prospectus care- 
fully, | find that the repertory demands 
for High School Diploma are, Prelude 
and Fugue of Bach, Sonata (presumably 
not Op. 49 of Beethoven or the C major 
of Haydn), short works of Chopin, etc. 
Then | look on to the college require- 
ments, and. 1 find, under every heading, 
“Continue as above” for at least three 
years. Same thing with the musician- 
ship requirements. |. had assumed that 
the role of the college, then, was to 
perfect what the high school graduate 
could already do in embryonic form. 
But if the high school graduate must. do 
all these things perfectly, it is, a. little 
hard to see what the college is holding 
itself responsible for, even though, pre- 
sumably, its piano majors will practice 
a minimum of. three or four hours daily,

Guild Adjudicators Should Be 
Familiar With NFSM Standards And 
Aims 


A guild teacher who believes that 
any Audition judge should be experi- 
enced in dling with children, has 
written the following letter to Guild 
headquarters: 

“1 would like an opportunity to ex- 
press how | feel about adjudicators who 
eer not familiar with N.S.F.M. stand- 
ards and aims. Too often they are se- 
lected on the basis of their academic 
training and that alone is not enough. 
Adjudicators should be teachers of wide 
experience in dealing with children. Many 
times college and university faculty teach 
only on the college level and have no 
pupils below college age. They do not 
take into consideration the age and 
fength of study of the pupil they are 
judging. An adjudicator who never gives 
a word of encouragement is not living 





up to the true purposes of the organi- 
zation.

He did not know the 
various classifications of pupils or what 
they were required to play for the mu- 
sic hip ph or LM.M.T. He did 
not know how the percentages were de- 
termined or about the “family circle” 
ratings etc. The erratic way in which 
the report cards were checked was most 
discouraging to me and to my pupils. 

“| feel that great harm is done not 
only to promising students but to the 
National Guild of Piano Teachers as 
well if such practices are allowed. Some 
checking should be made as to an ad- 
judicator’s total qualifications before he 
is selected for so important a job.”

Also, as so many children 
study piano only two or three years, | 
believe it very important that they have 
a thorough understanding of several 
sharps and flats, 6-8 and 3-8 time be- 
fore they stop. Then those who continue 
to ‘fool around’ at the piano without a 
teacher have so much wider a field in 
which to do so. It is not necessary for 
these pieces to be brought up to rep- 
ertoire performance level, merely to 
point out where they are played cor- 
rectly, even at a slow temp. Then they 
still offer value in reviewing them when- 
ever further work is needed in any par- 
ticular key.”
